Ay enery moneth. And becauſe that ſome 
P\ Ry) Moneths be longer then ſome other 
ebe. itis thought good to wake hem 
kues by this meanes. To enery moneth 
ſhalf be appointed, as conce ning this purpoſe, inlt 
thirtie dayes, 

And becauſe Iannaty and March haue one day a- 
boue the faid number : aud Febrnarte which is pla- 
ced betweene them bath, hath onely xxviii. das es: 
February ſhall bor to ef either of the Moneths of 
Ianuary and March one day:and ſothe Pla tet which 
thalbe read in February, muſtbegin at the laſt day of 
January, and end the firſt day ef March. 

And whereas May, Iuly, Auguſt, October and De 
cember haue xxxi. dayes apiece : it is ordercd that 
the Pſalmes ſhali bee read the laſt day of the ſaid 
moneths, which were read the day de fore, ſo that the 
Pſalter may beginne againe the firſt day of the next 
moneth enfuing. 

Now to know what Pſalms ſhaſhe read every day,

Gods word, be ſtured vp to godliueſſe themſelues, 
and be more ablo to exhort others by wholeſome 
ductrine, and to confute them that were aduerſaties 
to the trueth. Aud further, that the people, hy daily 
Praring of holy Scripture read iny Church ſhould 
continually profite more and more in the know- 
ledge of God, and bee the more inflamed with the 
loue of his true Religion, Bur theſe many yeeres 
afſed, this godly and degent order of the ancient 
athers bath bin ſo altered broken and neglected, 
by planting in vncertain ſtories, legends reſponds, 
- verſes, vaine repetitions, commemorations, and 
- > « that commonly when any booke of the 
ible was begun » before three or foure Chapters 
were read out; all the reſt were vnread. And in this 
fort the booke of Eſay was begun in Aduent, and 
the booke of Geneſis in Septuageſima : but they 
were enely begun. and neuer read thorow. Aſter a 
Like fort were other bookes of holy Scripture vſed. 
And moreoner, whereas S. Paul would haue ſuch 
language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as 
they might vuderſtand, and haue profit by hearin 
the ſame; the ſeruice in this Church of Englan 
C theſe many yeeres ) hath beene read in Latine to 
the people, vhich they vnderſtood not: ſo that they 
hane heard with their eares onely, and their heart, 
ſpirit and minds haue not beene ediſied thereby. 
And ſurthermore, notwithſtanding that the anci- 
ent Fathers haue divided the Pſalnes into ſcuen 
portionswvherof euery one was called a Nocłuv ne: 
now of late time a few of them haue bene dayly 
faid.& often repeated, and the reſt vtterly omitted. 
Moreoner, the number and hardneſſe of the rules 
ealled the Pye, and the manifold changiugs of the 
Seruicc,was the canthat to turne the booke one- 
Ip, was fo hard and intricate a matter that many 
times there was more buſineſſe to finde out what 
ſhould be read then to reade it when it was found 
out, Theſe incouueniences therfore conſidered/ ere 
is ſet foorth ſuch an order, whereby the fame ſhall 
be redreſſed. And for a reꝛdiueſſe in this matten 
hiere is drawen out a Kalender for that purpo(s, 
which is plaine and eaſie to be vnderſtood, wherein 
much as may be) che reading of holy Scriptares 
is ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhalbe dine in orders 
without breaking one piece thereof from another. 
For this cauſe be cur off Anthemes, Neſponds, Inni - 
tatories, and ſuch like things as did breake the con- 
tinnall coarſe of the reading of che Scripture. Yet, 
becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſcity 
chere maſt bee ſome rules, there fare certaine rules 
uus here ſet forth, which as they be fey in number;

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ſo they be plaine and eaſie to bee vnderſtood. So 
that here you haue an order for prayer as touching 
the reading of holy Scripture, much agreeable to 
the minde and pwpcſe of the olde Fathers, and a 

reat deale more profitable and commodious, then 
that which of late was vſed. It is more profitable 
becauſe here are leſt out many things, wherot ſome 
be vntrue, ſurye vucertainc, ſom? vaine and ſuper- 
ſtitious, and nothing is ordained to bee read, but 
the very pure word of God: the holy Scriptures, or 
that which is euidertly grounded vpon the ſame, 
and that in ſach a langnage ard order, as is moſt 
eaſie and plaine for the vnderſtanding both of the 
readers aud lxaters. It ts alſo more commodious 
both for the ſhortneſſe thereofs and for the plꝛin- 
neſle of the order and for that tbe rules be few aud 
eaſie. Furtiermore by this order the Curates ſhall 
need none other bookes fur their publike teruice, 
but this booke and the Bible: by the meanes where 
al the people {Hall not be at ſo great charges for 
books, as ta times paſt they haue beene, And where 
heretofore there hath beene great diuerſity in ſay- 
ing auch ſinging in Churches within this Realme, 
ſome followiag Salisbury vſcs ſome Hercford vſe, 
ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome uf Yorke, and ſome 
of Lincolue $ now trem henceforth all the whole 
Realme (ball haue but one vic. And if any will 
judge this way more painefull , becauſe that all 
3 muſt be read vpon the bookenvheras before 
by the teaſon of ſo often repetition, they could ſay 
many things by heart: if thoſe men wil weigh their 
labour with the profit and knowledge which da: ly 
they ſhall obtaine by reading vpon the booke, they 
will not refuſe the paine, in conſideration of the 
great profite that ſhall euſue tliereol. 

And foraſim ich as nothing can almeſt bee fo 
plaintly ſet foorth, hut doubts may ariſe in the vſe 
aud pradſe of the fame 2 to appeaſe all ſuch diuer- 
ſity ( if any ariſe ) and for the 3 of all 
doubts concerning the maner how td vnderſtand, 
do and execute the things conteined in this booke, 
the parties that ſo doubt, cr diucrſly take any 
thing, ſhall al vay reſort to the Bithop of the Dio- 
cefle, who by his diſcretion {hill take order for the 
quieting & appeaſing of the ſame, ſo that the ſame 
order bee not contrary to any thing contained in 
this booke. And it the Biſhop of the Diaceſſe be in 
auy doubt, then hee may ſend for the reſolution 
thereof vnto the Archbiſhop. Though it be appoin-
